REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to a control apparatus for controlling a system of 
an automotive vehicle in response to sensed dynamic behavior, and more specifically, to 
a method and apparatus for desensitizing the activation criteria based on vehicle 
operating conditions. The claimed invention sets forth a method of controlling a vehicle 
by determining a relative roll angle, the relative roll angle being an angle between a body 
of the vehicle and wheel axis, determining when the vehicle is in a transitional maneuver, 
when the vehicle is in a transitional maneuver, setting a roll signal for control to the 
relative roll angle, and when the vehicle is not in a transitional maneuver and the relative 
roll angle is less than a threshold, setting a reference bank to the maximum of a 
previously determined reference bank or the relative roll angle plus a wheel departure 
angle. The claimed invention also sets forth when the relative roll angle is above a non- 
transition threshold and a wheel lift status is grounded, adjusting a reference bank angle 
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to the maximum of either the reference bank angle or the relative roll angle plus the 
wheel departure angle.
